Florida Letter From An Bz-Kaatuckian 
TsUs Of The 'oys One Baa In The 
nowtry Klngdoak 



St. Cloud, Fla., Jan. 25tb, 11>U. 
Editor I'Ublie Ledger: I remember 
reading some 10 years ago, a story of a 
voyage by sen to Floriila, by Maiy .Si. I 
nay of Philadelphia, and iia many are 
atill earning by aoa as well aa by laml. 
what ahe wrote, of then may be worth 
repeating here in writing about Florida 
at this time. She started off to say that 
"The Head"— her husband— and I 
celebrated the niiniversary of our wed- 
ding of half a eentury ago, while we 
of the North have been shivoring wi,th 
rold and half buried in snow, we rend 
of Florida as *a land of sunshine and 
flowers.' Bo the desire seized us to 
see this paradise of the winter months 
and judge for ourselves as to its merits 
or demerits. How to get there was the 
question. We disrussed railroads and 
rates, ueeanstoamers aud river boats. 
Aa ocean voyage had been ou my niiud 
aa one uf the joys of life beyond my 
reach; but here wo might cuuibine land 
and travel, and we could fake a voyage 
and yet not leave our own country. So 
we decided to try the water. >yo left 
Philadelphia dunag one of the coldest 
days of the season, when the river was 
full of ice; aud evuryono told us it was 
very unsafe to venture. Tlio vessel 
looked very attractive when We went on 
board. The decks were < lt,'an uiui in 
viting, and the iliningrouiii witli its 
spotless liueu and iiulislu'd silver, made 
Us hungry to beliolil. U'li stalled in the 
evening anil passed tlirou|^li tiie snow- 
covered ice of file river in flie night 
without any ditliitilties. Thus fur all 
was well, ljut luTe wr reaclii cl the ocean 
wave, aiiil \Vc l»'(iiili to wave too. What 
were cut j^lass ,111. 1 mIm t and trained 
waitiTs now! ''I'li,. Head' stooil it man- 
fully, for awliile- -liiit tlie second uigUf 
Wc struck a jiartiiMilarly rough (daco off

"Nothing, perkaps, will uwke a per- 
aoa so long for home as to be sea 
aiek. How I wish that I had stayad 
at home. We landed at Savannah in 
Ike night, and realized that we had 
teaefced a warmer climate than we kad 
Ml, though winter cluthlag waa in 
evder and comfortable. \ 

"At the station we found tiie waiting 
iOSaiS in different apartments — some 
white, others^ for black people. 
The ear in which we rode was also la 
belled 'White*. There seems to be non- 
aiderable oC an effort to keep the races 
Impart, and yet, the black nmu and wom- 
are the ones who served us a^d 
nude oar stay in the Houth tree from 
drudgery and care. How would hotels

.Vow remember tkia was written ten 
years ago and as Florida has been flll- 
ing up with people from the North, East 
and Woat, who are building up new 
c<do»ies, towns, railroads and develop- 
ing the farming and truekiag buaiaess, 
t he writers of the above would be sur - 
jirised at the change, and ten year's 
more will turn all the pine foreata into 
farming-grovea of oranges and grape 
fruit. In my Arst letter I named many 
things that I would tell you about in 
the meantime and will before yon go to 
making garden this apriag. Aa this is 
enough for this time about what some 
one eUe said about Florida and the 
people here I will close by telling you 
that we raise spud sweet potatoes here 
that weigh from one to 36^ pounds. 
We have l>eea feasting on peas, strsw 
berries, tomatoes and egg plant, with all 
all (he rest of v^etabTes since Novera' 
ber and We are now making spring gar 
dm. Have hud no trost to injure any 
thing so far. The orange treea will be 
la bloom soon, so will the grape-fruit, 
but roses aad other flowors are bloom- 
ing all winter Come and sne us and en-
